The governor's special message Tues- 


day filled the requirement of assigning top 
priority to highway safety legislation for 
this session, an assignment which must be 
met and be met without watering down 
eventual action which was the case two 
years ago. Gov. Knowles was correct in 
reporting that "an irate public demands 
action." And the tough and descriptive lan- 
guage of his address was suited to the 
call for action from the public. 


Gov. Knowles has proposed bills cover-

The list includes an implied consent

As the state has entered the 
sales tax field and has broad- 
ened the base of its income 
taxation and levied new ex- 
cises, it has tapped most the 
same general taxpayer who is 
the target of the local property 
tax rise. 


It is not generally acknowl- 


edged, or perhaps even known, 
but the ratio of local property 
taxation has steadily declined 
— to a record low ratio of

1906,

ance of a new rooftop night club 
on the original New York Madi- 
son 
Square 
Garden, 
which 


White designed. 


Hundreds 
of socially elite 


looked on in horror — including 
Evelyn — as Thaw shot White. 


Quietly Ages 


Her later life was an anticli- 


max of vaudeville and dancing 
performances. In later years, 
she lived quietly in Los Angeles, 
victim of several strokes and 
the infirmities of old age. 


Refusing to talk of the case, 


she declared: 
' "I'm sick and tired of it all — 
of all those rehashings." 


Watches Show 


White was sitting alone the 


fatal night, watching a perform- 
ance of the comedy, "Ma'mzelle 
Champagne." Thaw and his 
wife, former Floradora showgirl 
and artist's model, were sitting 
with two friends. 


Before the performance end- 


ed, Thaw and his companions 
started to leave. Suddenly Thaw 
stopped at White's table, drew a 
pistol and fired three shots into 
mis head. White died instantly. 


Confusing Account 


Thaw gave an incoherent ex- 


planation that he killed White 
because Mrs. Thaw had made a 


confession 
of relations 
with 


White prior to then* marriage. 


Thaw said 20 years later: 
Under the circumstances, I'd 


kill him tomorrow." 


In two trials that resulted, 


Thaw invoked the "unwritten 
law." His wife testified in his 
behalf. 


Money No Help 


A defense attorney later re- 


marked: "Without Evelyn Nes- 
bit Thaw as the witness she 
was, 
all the millions Thaw's 


mother had couldn't have saved 
him from electrocution." 


The first trial ended in a hung 


jury. Thaw was acquitted on 
grounds of insanity at the sec- 
ond trial in 1908. 


A lengthy legal battle followed 


to keep Thaw from commitment 
to a mental institution, but it 
failed. He was comitted to the 
Matteawan State Hospital for 
the criminal insane. In 1915, 
Thaw 
was 
declared 
legally 


sane, but was recommitted to a 
private 
Institution for seven 


years after he was accused of 
horsewhipping a high school 
boy. 


When she was 70, Mrs. Thaw 


rode past the old landmarks 
with a reporter, including the 
location of White's studio where 
she sometimes swung on a red 
velvet swing.

Fortune Spoils 


Of Thaw, heir to a $40-million 


fortune, she said: "He was a 
mighty peculiar person, and he 
deteriorated. It would have been 
better if he had never been 
born. Too much money spoiled 
him young." 


Thaw divorced his wife in 


1916. 
When he died in 1947 in 


Miami, Fla., at the age of 76, he 
bequeathed $10,000 to her.

I got reckless today and 


cooked a very small minute 
steak in butter and ate it, as I 
was so hungry, and so far 
haven't felt any bad effects 
from it. I also ate a little plain 
corn and some beets. 


What could I eat and not 


injure my heart? — M. T. 


I'm afraid that something is 


very much wrong here — that 
something has been misunder- 
stood. 


You say, Mrs. T., that you 


"have no appetite," but you ate 
a steak because you were "so 
hungry." 


Limited salt, and limited fat, 


particularly the former, have 
important roles to play in your 
condition, but it is even more 
Important that you have enough 
nourishment.

1 What you mean — am I 
right? — is that you have an 
appetite, but not for the things 
you think you are allowed to 
eat. 


You 
need 
protein,

means meat, fish, eggs, cheese. 
True, you must avoid adding 
salt to your food, but at the

substitutes which are made with 
potassium and not with sodium. 
These substitutes add a good 
deal of flavor. 


Lemon juice and vinegar both 


can add a tartness to certain 
dishes and compensate for the 
lack of salt. 


You can broil meat instead of

frying it and thus avoid the 
added fat required for frying. 


I concede that eggs without 


salt aren't as tasty, but the use 
of salt substitutes and pepper 
can make up to some degree. 


Another possibility is to use 


one of the liquid diets, which 
are readily available. 


They are mainly used by 


people because the liquid is high 
in protein, vitamins and miner- 
als which needed for health, yet 
the total number of calories is 
kept within fixed limits. These 
diets, as I've mentioned before, 
were not originated as "reduc- 
ing diets," but intended for 
people with finicky appetites 
who needed an easy way to eat 
some of the things they need. 


There are ways to get the 


food you need without damaging 
your heart or raising your blood 
pressure. What I suspect is that 
you have told your doctor that 
you "have no appetite," when 
what you really mean, and 
should have said, is that you 


need his help .in explaining just 
what you CAN eat safely. For 
when you are hungry, you have 
appetite.
